DRIVER SHOT TO DEATH 


BY COMPANION IN AUTO 


Witness Says Man He Knew 
Only as ‘Brownie’ Then 
Drove Away. 


By the Associated Press, 

CANTON, IIL, Feb. 12.—Harold 
Politie, 21 years old, of Peoria, to- 
night turned over to authorities the 
body of a man he said had been 
murdered by a companion he knew 
only as “Brownie.’ The victim, 
killed by a bullet through the head, 
was identified by cards in his pock- 
ets as Harold D. Cleary, plimbing 
salesman for the Kinsey-Mahler 
Co., Peoria. 

Deputy Sheriff Wayman Wheeler 
called “Brownie” reached across him 
and shot Cleary in the tefple as 
the three were driving toward Can- 
ton in Cleary’s cér 

Cleary and “Brownie” had been 
disputing whether to go to Peoria 
or East St. Louis. Suddenly 
“Brownie’ pulled a pistol from a 
shoulder holster and shot the driver. 

Wheeler said Politie told him 
Cleary and “Brownie” picked him 
up as he was returning to Peoria 
from Hamilton, IIL, where he had 
been visiting. The three stopped 
at Lewistown, Ill, for several 
drinks and again at a tavern out- 
side of Lewistown. 

After shooting Cleary “Brownie” 
stopped the car, ordered Politie to 
carry Cleary’s body to the road- 
side, and then drove away in the 
direction of Peoria. Politie made 
his way to a farmhouse and called 
the Sheriff's office.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—James 
McKay and William Graham, 
wealthy Nevada gamblers, Boies 
Heed of Phoenix, Ariz.; and Allen 
Comer of Sioux City, Ia., were con- 
victed today of mail fraud and 
conspiracy in swindles in Reno, 
Nev., involving $2,500,000. The Gov- 
ernment had sought conviction for 
seven years. Two previous juries 
had disagreed. Thomas O’Dell of 
New Britain, Conn., tried with 
them, was acquitted. 

O’Dell was linked in the indict- 


dle of Judson Elston, 87 years old, 
former U. 8. Commissioner, in 
Idaho, who, feeble, of failing sight, 
and testifying from a stretcher, was 
inconclusive in his ,identification of 
O’Dell. 

The verdict was returned by a 
jury in the United States District 
Court 24 hours after. the case was 
submitted to it. 

Justice Willis Van Devanter, who 
heard the case, directed the de- 
fendants ‘to be in court Monday for 
sentence. 

Defense counsel, headed by John 
J. Taaffe of San. Francisco, were 
undecided about an appeal. 

The men were convicted on three 
mail fraud counts and on one con- 

count. On each of the mail 
aud counts, the maximtim pen- 
alty is a five-year term and a $5000 
fine. The prison term maximum 
for a conspiracy count is two years 
and the fine $10,000, making ‘he 
total maximum 17 years in prison 
and the maximum fine $25,000. 
Share Put at 15 Pct. 

Graham commented: “We have to 
take the bitter with the sweet.” Mc- 
Kay said merely, “What the Hell?” 

McKay and Graham. were pic- 
tured as using the now defunct Riv- 
erside Bank in Reno as a clear- 
ing house for swindlers, taking 
the intended victims there to get 
securities converted and large 
drafts cashed; of exercising politi- 
cal influence through which con- 
fidence men were allowed to oper- 
ate and of collecting as their share, 
15 per cent of the loot. 

McKay and Graham contended 
futilely that they had alibis in re- 
gard to many of the swindles; and 
that testimony connecting them 
otherwise with the frauds came 
frém Griminals “fixed” by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Twenty-four persons were. indict- 
ed originally. Ten of them have 
not been brought to trial; some are 
fugitives, some dead. One of them, 
Henry Schuyler, alias Melville Brew, 
who was arrested recently in Gulf- 
port, Miss., is in jail here. 

Witness Recants. 

One of the principal prosecution 
witnesses was Noble John Moore.

SHOT HIS WIFE AND 
FRIEND IN HOME 


Los Angeles Man Pleaded 
Shock of Finding Them 
Made Him Unconscious 
of What Followed.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 12.—The 
jury that convicted Paul A. Wright 
of the killing of his wife and his 
friend, John. Kimmel, will return 


to the jury box on Monday to hear 
Wright's plea of not guilty by 
reason of insanity. Wright was 
found guilty today on two counts, 
on which he could be sent to prison 
for 20 years. 

The jury of four women and eight 
men who sat.through his month- 
long trial decided the former air- 

rt executive was “conscious” of 

e act when he killed his wife, 
Evelyn, and Kimmel in the Wright 
home last Nov. 9. 

Wright, who is 38 years old, said 
the killings were the result of his 
finding his wife and friend in an 
abnormal embrace on the piano 
bench in his Glendale home. 

If the jury should find Wright 
was temporarily insane on the 
morning of the killings, but sane 
now, he would be freed. If it should 
decide he still is insane, then Su- 
perior Judge Ingali Bull could com- 
mit him to an asylum. But if the 
jury finds he was sané) the court 
may impose sentence on today’s 
manslaughter verdict. 

Jury Out Four Hours. 

Foreman Joseph M. Stokes réad 
today’s verdict in 4 tremulous voice. 
The eyes of several of the venire- 
men were tear-stained when they 
filed into the courtroom after de- 
liberating less than four hours. 

Jetry Giesler, defense attorney, 
declined to let the defendant com- 
ment on the decision. Dr. Wright 
said: “Paul did not expect this ver- 
dict, but I did.” 

Between bursts of tears, Mrs. 
Edith McBride, mother of Mrs. 
Wright, said: “I feel vindicated. 
I don’t see how anyone could be- 
lieve that terrible story about 
Evelyn.” 

“There never was any need for 
vindication,’ said Mrs. Marrene 
Kimmel, made a widow by the 
tragedy. 

They referred to the story Wright 
told on. the witness stand of the 
scene he said caused him to rush 
for his automatic pistol and com- 
mit the act of which he said he was 
ur conscious until he saw the bodies 
on the floor at his feet. 

Given the Jury Yesterday. 

The case was given to the jury 
late yesterday after the prosecu- 
tion concluded its case with the 
contention murder in some degree 
had been committed. 

At the county jail hospital, where 
Wright was taken after the case 
went to the jury, physicians said 
they found - condition of slight 
and temporary paralysis of both 
legs. 

The conviction of Wright being 
armed, under the California law, 
would limit the minimum of his 
term to 10 years if the possible sen- 
tences on the two counts should 
run concurrently. The State Pris- 
on Board, ‘however, could parole 
him at the end of half this min- 
imum sentence.

Hull Says Japan’s Reply on Navy 
Encourages Armament Race. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull declared today 
the Japanese reply on warship con- 
struction encourages rather than 
discourages an armament race. 

In a short formal statement, Hull 
said “this Government seeks con- 
stantly to co-operate in advancing 
the policy of limitation and reduc- 
tion of armaments and regrets any 
development which has the effect 
of encouraging rather than discour- 
aging races in armament building.” 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, said 
otday he would introduce a resolu- 
tion Monday authorizing President 
Roosevelt to call a disarmament 
conference immediately. 

He said he feared Japan’s refusal 
to give other information about its 
naval plans would encourage an 
armaments race and place a 
“crushing burden’ on taxpayers of 
all nations. 

King said it was the duty of the 
United States to take the lead “be- 
cause of her pre-eminence and her 
impregnable military position.” 

“No nation could successfully at- 
tack us, and all the navies and all 
the nations of the world couldn’t 
successfully make war on the Unit- 
ed States. We have no enemies 
planning to attack us, and we can 
afford to take the lead.” 

Although he felt Japan was “un- 
warranted” in refusing to give the 
information, he said the Japanese 
attitude would “justify and encour- 
age” in the minds ot many per- 
sons steps to strengthen military 
and naval forces. 

King said the United States has 
“never lost a war and never won 
a conference,” but that the “crush- 
ing burden of militarism demands 
efforts be made to lift it from the 
backs of the people.” 

Chairman Pittman (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, expressed the 
opinion that Japan’s statement of 
willingness to confer- on naval 
limitation “doesn’t mean much” un-

DOCTOR'S G00 WILL 
HELD TO DIE WITH HIM 


“Gone With Wind” and Can’t 
Be Sold to Another, Court 
Rules in Note Case. 


A physician’s practice and the 
good will of his patients are en- 
tities which die with him and can- 
not be sold, the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals ruled yesterday. ° 
“Where good will is based solely 
on professional skill, integrity and 
the personal ability of an individ- 
ual,” wrote Presiding Judge Jeffer- 
son D. Hostetter, “such qualities 
are not transmissible. 

“So when the owner who pos- 
sessed such traits dies, the quali- 
ties so possessed—the good will—is 
‘gone with the wind,’ if we may 
use the title of a popular Civil War 
story.” 

The occasion for the court’s rul- 
ing was a suit filed by Dr. Charles 
D. Magee to invalidate a -promis- 
sory note for $5000 he had given to 
the widow of Dr. Charles H. Pope 
in payment for the practice and 
good will of her husband, who died 
Nov. 3, 1934. 

Dr. Magee and Dr.. Pope had oc- 
cupied adjoining suites in the Rail- 
way Exchange Building. Before 
Dr. Magee discoyered that Dr. 
Pope’s practice did not come to him 
after Dr. Pope’s death, he had paid 
$249 on the note. After discovering 
that he filed His suit te cancel the 
note, on the ground that it was 
given without consideration. 

The court sustained that conten- 
tion and directed Mrs. Pope to re- 
fund the $249 which had been paid. 
Its decision sustained the verdict 
originally entered in favor of Dr.

The act changes the ancient Na- 
poleonic marital law to read “The 
husband is the head of the family 
and has the choice of the family’s 
residence,” instead of “The husband 
owes protection to his wife and his 
wife obedience to her husband.” | 

Legal Prisoners for Century. 

Women are authorized to have 
bank accounts and sign legal docu- 
ments, but they cannot engage in 
business without the consent of 
their husband, 

For more than a century French 
wives have been the legal prisoners 
of their husbands under the Na- 
poleonic principle that “nature 
made women our slaves.” 

Under the Code Napoleon, pro- 
muigated in 1803 and the law of 
the land until now, a married wom- 
an, like a child or an insane per- 
son, was denied civil rights. 

A wife could have no home but 
her ‘husband’s; she could not ac- 
quire or distribute property with- 
out the authorization of her hus- 
band or of the courts. Virtually all 
the wife could do was make her 
own will. 

An American woman, or one of 
any other nationality marrying a 
Frenchman, heretofore came under 
the same conditions. 

Next Step Right to Vote. 

The next step in the. feminist 
campaign for emancipation of 
women ig expected to be concen- 
trated on an effort to obtain the 
right to vote. Four times the 
Chamber of Deputies has approved 
such a bill, but each time the Sen- 
ate has killed it. 

The new law providing that “the 
married woman has the full exer- 
cise of her civil rights” means she 
May inherit, earn and spend her 
own money, sign and witness legal 
documents, plead before courts in 
her own name and generally share 
wit!) her husband in support and 
management of the family.

The strike, still in ef- 
fect, was called Nov. 24. None of 
the 50 or more strikers made an 
attempt to stay in the plant, which 
now employs 660 men. 

At the first meeting, the witness 
said, three members of Local 249 
at Kansas City and a preacher 
spoke, urging St. Louis Ford men 
to strike in sympathy with Kansas 
City employes of the company.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.:—Secre- 
tary of State Hull, in a letter to 
Representative Ludlow (Dem.), In- 
diana, author of a_ constitutional 


amendment to require a popular 
vote on war, declared today that the 
United States’ foreign policy . con- 
sists of avoiding “extreme inter- 
nationalism with its political en- 
tanglements” and also “extreme 
isolation” which makes other na- 
tions believe this nation is “more 
or less afraid.” 
Hull called the policy “a matter 
of simple common sense.” 
Hull replied to a letter from Lud- 
low asking specifically whether all 
ships of the proposed expanded 
navy program were necessary for 
home defense or whether they were 
to be used in co-operation with 
some other nation. 
Ludlow, in his letter, asserted he 
was “perplexed and beclouded by a 
maze of contradictions and uncer- 
tainties” with regard to the armed 
forces expansion program. 

Text of Hull’s Letter. 
The text of Hull’s letter follows: 
“I have your letter of Feb. 9 in 
which you express yourself as per- 
plexed’ by ‘the maze of contradic- 
tions and uncertainties’ with re- 
spect to the problems relating to 
national defense and peace, and 
conclude by requesting certain spe- 
<ific information. 
“I may say that being in posses- 
sion, as you doubtless are, of the 
texts of my public statements and 
published communications which I 
have made on the subject of our 
foreign policy and our foreign re- 
lations, you should not permit your- 
self to be disturbed by affirmations 
from other sources which are con- 
tradictory to statements of fact 
which, as a responsible official, I 
have repeatedly made; I have in 
mind especially my statement of 
principles underlying all interna- 
tional law and order and normal 
relations between nations, on July 
16, 1937; my statement of Aug, 23, 
1937; my letter to Senator Smathérs 
of Dec. 13, 19387; my letter to the 
Vice-President on Jan. 8, 1938, and 
numerous statements to the press 
in addition during the past seven 
months, setting forth in almost ev- 
ery detail our foreign policy. ° 

Glad of 

“You will recall that in addition 
I addressed an executive meeting 
of some 150 ssmen one eve- 
ning at the. House office building 
on all phases of our foreign policy 
and invited questions at the con- 
clusion. If you were not present, 
I am sorry. I have in addition con- 
ferred with many Congressmen, as 
I have with numerous Senators, 
touching any and every phase of 
foreign policy in which they . ex- 
pressed the least interest. 

Your specific inquiry reads as 
follows: 

“1. Whether all of the ships and 
auxiliary services provided for in 
the proposed program are regarded 
as necessary for defense of our 
homeland and our possessions, or 

“2. Whether the program con- 
templates the use of some of the 
units in co-operation with any oth- 
er nation in any part of the world.” 

“I am giad to have the opportun- 
ity to make categorical statements 
in regard to this matter. First, in 
my opinion all of the ships and 
auxiliary services provided for in 
the proposed program are needed 
for the national defense of the 
United States and its possessions. 
It is the desire of the people and 
of the government of the United 
States that this country be not 
drawn into or forced into war. It 
is the duty and the intention of the 
administration to make effective so 
far as lies within its power the de- 
sire of the country in this as in 
other respects. It is the belief of 
those of us who, with full sense of 
responsibility, advocate these in- 
creases in our naval strength, that 
the making of these increases will 
contribute toward attainment of 
that objective. . 

“It It Is Prepared.” 

“As you know, in the opinion of 
the expert technical authorities, 
our navy, even with these increases,

Insulation of the piping and boil- 
er will reduce fuel cost and will 
make the heating system perform 
better.

HE All-American _ selections 
je the flower novelties of 

1938 have been announced by 
the committee of judges. Now eight 
new flowers, with awards of merit 
to their credit; will be available to 
give new life and interest to St. 


Louis gardens this season. 

If this year’s debuntantes are 
not so startling as the odorless 
marigold of last season or the dou- 
ble nasturtium that interested the 
gardening world several years ago, 
they do show improvement in form 
and in colors. 

It is too bad that new names can- 
not be thought up to designate the 
novelties. Each year we have Fan- 
tasies, Golden Crowns, Crowns of 
Gold, Supremes and other over- 
worked titles, creating confusion 
between the new and the old. Only 
one novelty this year received a 
snappy suggestive name, Scarlett 
O’Hara, for. a vibrant: crimson 
morning glory. This introduction 
gave promise of being quite spec- 
tacular and was slated for the only 
Gold Medal Award, .but unfortu- 
nately marketing had to be post- 
poned because of a shortage of 
seed. 

With Scarlett O’Hara out of the 
way, a dainty little petunia heads 
this year’s list with the first award 
of merit. It is named Salmon Su- 
preme, from its distinctive new col- 
or. As the name suggests, it is a 
rich coral salmon on opening, 
changing as it matures to a soft 
salmon pink without a trace of 
the familiar magenta so common 
in petunias. The flowers are about 
an inch and a half across, quite in 
keeping with the foot-high plant, 
which needs no staking. Like the 
still popular Rosey Morn, this little 
petunia will bloom all season. It 
gives a splendid new border plant 
and will be equally effective when 
used in window-box gardening or 
As a cut flower it is 
lovely ‘in low arrangements, where 
it blends with other flowers and 
shows up well under artificial light. 

The Petunia family seems to be 
in the ascendency this year. Though 
not next in order of awards, three 
other petunias received honors. 
Orchid Beauty got an award of 
merit. It is of the double-fringed 
dwarf type which comes from Ja- 
pan. The flowers are a lovely light 
lilac or orchid shade, with deeper 
violet veinings. They open like a 
Japanees iris, but seem to keep on 
developing petals until when entire- 
ly mature they are fully double. 
This petunia forms sturdier plants 
than. the general run of the double 
sorts and is quite free-flowering, 
four-inch blooms being the rule 
rather than the exception.

George Rector 
Talks of Tripe 


Two Grand Dishes, He 
Says, and Both Are In- 
expensive. 


By George Rector 


ECENTLY I promised to tell 
R vou about several foods that 

call for pennies rather than dol- 
lars. One of these is pig’s feet and 
the other is tripe. The pig’s feet 
that I want.you to prepare some 
time soon are the fresh pig’s feet— 
strictly fresh and please do not con- 
fuse them with the pickled variety. 
It takes a long time to cook these 
raw pig’s feet. They are simmered 
for three or four hours in a large 
saucepan filled with water. 
Suppose we start with six feet. 
Let the water come to a boil first, 
then put in the feet and lower the 
heat. Into the pan or pot in which 
the feet are cooking add one onion 
studded with cloves, several bay 
leaves, a pinch of thyme, a few 
outer stalks of celery, a small bunch 
of leeks and a few carrots. These 
vegetables added to the water is 
known in French cooking as court 
bouillon. Cover the saucepan and 
let them cook ever so slowly. When 
the feet are cooked remove them 
from the saucepan and lay them 
out to cool. Each foot should be 
cut lengthwise with a sharp cleaver, 
which will naturally produce 12 
pieces of the feet. Prepare on the 
side about two cups of. buttered 
bread crumbs and roll or pat the 
pieces in these crumbs. 
Now comes the sauce, which you 
must not fail to serve. It’s called 
sauce diable—deviled sauce to you. 

—-0-0-— 

- OW LET'S get started on the 
sauce. Pour into a small saucepan 
three-quarters cup of taragon vine- 
gar. Add two buttons of garlic, one 
tablespoon of dry mustard, two bay 
leaves, one teaspoon salt, one-half 
dozen whole black peppers, one tea- 
spoon of paprika. Reduce by boil. 
ing this quantity. to one-half and 
strain. To the remaining liquid add 
one cup of tomato puree or thick 
tomato soup. Stir and heat. Dis- 
solve in one-half cup of boiling wa- 
ter two teaspoons of extract of beef. 
Add to the sauce also a teaspoon 
of Worcestershire sauce, a pinch of 
cayenne pepper and lastly a table- 
spoon of butter. Do not boil the 
sauce, just keep it hot and serve 
hot, 

Dot the flat side of the breaded 
pig’s feet with butter and brown 
on a rack under the broiler flame 
or oven. It would be well to place 
the rack in the baking pan, because 
a little basting would do no harm. 

Now, there you have a dish that 
will bring compliments from all 
sides. You have my permission to 
take the little bones in your mouth 
and bite off the tender morsels of 
méat. I get so enthusiastic about 
this dish that I am going out right 
now and get some pig’s feet.

IT’S A FUNNY THING, but al- 
most every time I talk about tripe 
I get the big ha! ha!—and I have 
found out the reason. The name 
TRIPE does it. Won't someone 
please coin a word in place of 
tripe? I feel sure [ can sell you 
on the idea that tripe is a delicacy, 
but the tripe must be the fresh 
honeycomb tripe, not the pickled. 
There are ever so many ways of 
preparing it, and please remember 
that it is to be cooked in salted 
water for hours, same as pig’s feet, 
but without herbs or vegetables. 

‘Tripe a la mode de Caen is known 
all over France. When done this 
way it is an overnight affair such 
as baked beans. Then, of course, 
you can serve it just plain broiled, 
dotted with butter. The old Holland 
house in New York featured it 
many years ago. Yes! and about 
that time William H. Crane, the 
actor, starring in his great stage 
sucess “David Harum,” had a 
weekly standing order in Rector’s 
for tripe, clam bellies, and small 
white onions ina rich cream sauce. 
Crane was unquestionably the real 
epicure among the actors. Dia- 
mond Jim Brady pronounced tripe 
a la creole a delightful food and 
perhaps the most popular of all. 

Fresh honeycomb tripe must be 
thoroughly washed in cold water, 
and then when you start it bring 
the water to a boil, add salt, and 
simmer it for four or five hours. 
Change the water several times. 
No matter how you want to pre- 
pare it, give it plenty of cooking 
for tenderness. «

AFTER IT IS COOKED cut it in 
small strips, say one-quarter inch 
wide and about two inches long. 
Now all we have to do is to make 
a creole sauce. Cut enough tripe to 
make four cupfuls and then we will 
proceed with the sauce. Slice one 
green pepper, two medium-sized 
onions, one-half pound of fresh 
mushrooms. Cook these vegetables 
for a few minutes in one cup of 
good stock or canned consomme.

Of Sunlight in - 
Medical Field 


First Utilized Deliberately 
As Long Ago as the 
Third Century. |

T server of life. All primitive peo- 
ple welcomed the return of the sun 
at the time of the spring solstice, 
‘and held religious ceremonies - in 
commemorating the event. 

It was first used deliberately for 
the purposes of treatment as long 
ago as the third century, when An- 
tyllus, a famous physician of the 
Roman Empire, recommended sun 
baths in the treatment of skin dis- 
eases and also to treat rickets, 
Avicenna, the great Arabian physi- 
cian of the tenth century, recom- 
mended sun baths, and De Mon- 
ville, the French surgcon, used red 
light in smallpox. 

In recent times, however, the 
first widespread use of sunlight 
was begun by Bernhard, a Swiss 
physician living at St, Moritz. He 
noticed that Swiss butchers cured 
their meat by sunlight. In 1902 he 
made his first experiment by tak- 
ing a patient who had an abdom- 
inal wound full of pus and exposing 
the wound to the sunlight. The 
effect was remarkable. 

—_—-0-0-— 

ALMOST at the same time, Rol- 
leir, also a Swiss, began his famous 
treatment of tuberculosis joints in 
children by the use of sunlight. He 
selected a spot high up in the Swiss 
Alps. . 

He tells the story of the incident 
which prompted him to use sun- 
light; that he had a little dog frort 
whose spine he had removed a tu- 
mor. He dressed the wound and 
was determined to keep it covered 
with a bandage, which the dog was 
just as determined to remove. He 
did this several times, and one day 
Dr. Rollier came on the dog by ac- 
cident and found out the reason 
for his persistence. Instinct had 
prompted the dog to lie with the 
wound exposed to the sunlight and 
it was soon healed. 

The first artificial sunlight was 
used by Dr. Niels Finsen. It is not 
remarkable that this invention 
should have been made by a mat 
who lived far north in Scandinavia, 
where for long periods of the year

burden caused by the almost total failure 
of the 1937 wheat crop in Saskatchewan 
Province. THe province normally produces 
200,000,000 to 250,000,000 bushels and has 
grown as much as 350,000,000 bushels in a 
year. Due to the most severe drouth on 
record the 1937 crop was only 37,000,000 
bushels. As this follows other drouth years, 
nearly half of the province’s population of 
900,000 is dependent entirely on outside aid. 

The Federal Government has assumed en- 
tire responsibility for the people in the area 
most seriously affected and is now iio 
at least 370,000 of them. . ; 

This wheat crop failure also has seriously 
reduced the revenues of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways due to the lack of products 
to be hauled to market and the return volume 
of merchandise that normally would. be 
shipped into that province in good crop years. 
The drouth, therefore, which would have 
come without the depression, has dispelled 
the prospect of a completely balanced budget 
this year. The railway deficit alone is ex- 
pected to exceed $40,000,000. 


Canadian Deficit Estimated 
at Seventh of That U. S. Expects. 

Even so, the national treasury is certain to 
be better off.than Finance Minister C. A. 
Dunning forecast in his budget message to 
Parliament last Feb. 25. He then estimated 
the deficit would be $35,000,000. Revenue 
exceeded his expectations, and expenditures, 
until the drouth emergency came, were kept 
well within the budget figures. The finance 
Ministry has not officially revised its esti- 
mate, but financial observers who two or 
three months ago were predicting a surplus 
now say that the deficit will not exceed $20,- 
000,000 and may be as low as $15,000,000. 

By way of comparison, the United States 
deficit for a few days more than seven 
months of the present fiscal year ending June 
30'is more than, $900,000,000, and for the 
full year is' expected to exceed $1,500,000,- 
000.,. To put the two deficits on a comparable 
basis according to population, the Canadian 
figure should be multiplied by 11.6 since the 
United States population of 129,200,000 is 
that many times greater than Canada’s 11,- 
100,000, In proportion to United States 
population this raises the Canadian estimate 
at-ite worst ‘to’ $232,000,000, or just about 
one-seventh. of that expected for the United 
States. 

Men Behind Deouinion’s 

Sound Fiscal Policies. 

Since the Government fiscal policy bears 
so. importantly on the whole national 
economy of Canada it is of interest, before 
taking up the analysis of other forces behind 
the Dominion’s recovery, to examine the 


‘make-up of the Finance Ministry. The present 


Finance Minister, Charles A. Dunning, who 
took ‘office with the Liberal government of 
Prime Minister William L. Mackenzie King 
in October, 1935, was for years a. successful 
He organized and

his province from 1922 to 1926, and in the 
latter year took the post of Dominion Min- 
ister of Railways.

fices and was active in industry, serving as 
director of a number of large corporations. 
He first served in the office he now holds in 
1929 and 1930. It is said‘of him that when 
Premier of Sasckatchewan he enforced a rule 
that the public debt of the province should 
not rise above a fixed conservative figure 
and that any proposed public undertaking 


_ that held a possibility of creating a larger 


debt was flatly rejected. 

Behind the scenes, however, is the Deputy 
Finance Minister, Dr. William Clifford Clark, 
professional economist, educator and business 
consultant, to whom the business world of 
Canada gives great credit for Dominion’s sta- 
ble fiscal policy. He is sometimes called 
the “brain trust’? of Canada, but never dis- 
paragingly. He was educated at Queen’s 
University, Kingston, Ontario, and after post- 
graduate work in the United States he went 
back to Queen’s as an associate professor 
of political economy. From 1923 to 1929 he 
was associated with American investment 
banking firms: in Chicago and New York. 
Returning to the field of education, he was 
appointed Professor of Commerce and Direc- 
tor of Courses in Commerce and Administra- 
tion at Queen’s University. 
went to his present position in 1932 when 
the Conservative Prime Minister R. B. Ben- 
nett was in office, 


Private Industry Encouraged; 

Budget Kept Close to Balance. 

When the Liberal party took over the Gov- 
ernment in 1935, Dr. Clark was retained as 
Deputy Minister, although the head of the 
department was changed. Before that. he 
had been largely instrumental in the estab- 
lishment of the Bank of Canada as a central 
bank, with fiscal’ powers intended to stabilize 
Dominion monetary policy and promote re- 
covery. The Government, incidentally, owns 
a majotity of the capital stock of this. bank 
and thereby controls it. Still earlier, he had 
served as financial adviser to the Imperial 
Economic Conference at Ottawa, in 1932, and 
to the World Monetary and Economic Con- 
ference at London, in 1933. 

It is said of Dr. Clark that he has held 
resolutely to two major policies, first, that an 
actual ‘balance of the government budget 
must be achieved as soon as possible, and, 
second, that private industry must be encour- 
aged so that the volume of business and em- 
ployment may expand. One of the functions 
of the Finance Department has been to re- 
sist the pressure of various groups for “pump 
priming” spending. “The budget can’t stand 
it,” is the answer to these pleas. 

Not yet 50 years old, Dr. Clark looks more 
the university professor than the man of 
business or the politician. Of course he is 
not a politician; he holds his position not for 
political considerations but for demonstrated 
ability. ‘. . 


Per Capita Debt of. U. S., Once 
Below, Now Above That of Canada. 
The big depression had its two phases 

in Canada, just as in the United States. There 

was the Government’s depression, affecting 
the public purse, and there was the people’s 
depression, affecting the daily lives of all. 

The two were related, and the Government 

in seeking to cure the people’s depression 

seems to have recognized that ultimate suc- 
cess depends on not making its own depres- 
sion worse. 

Canada entered the depression with rela- 
tively greater burden of national debt than 
did the United States, The per capita national 
debt of the Dominion in 1929 was $222 and 
of the United States, $139. The Dominion 
had not been able to retire its Word War 
debt as rapidly as had the United States. The 
United States, however,. has now passed 
Canada, having a per capita national debt of 
$286 compared with about $270 for the 
Dominion. This reflects the difference in the 
Government spending policies of the two 
countries. 

. How far down was Canada in the trough 

of the depression? ‘This, of course, is a rela- 

tive matter and there is no accurate measure 
for exact determination of the answer. Busi- 
ness mep and Government officfals in Canada 
probably will agree that, when the whole na- 
tional economy is considered, the worst there 
was not quite as bad as in the United States. 

The Canadian Bureau of Statistics reports 

that at the bottom in 1932 production in the 

Dominion was 74 per cent of that of 1926,

UNICIPAL corruption has made one of

Investigation Touched Off 

by Utility Man’s Charge. 

The official inquiry was precipitated by an 
extraordinary step in which the head of the 
local power company advertised in the two 
Miami newspapers the charge that one of the 
city’s representatives had asked him for a 
$250,000 bribe to settle a long-standing dis- 
pute between the city and his concérn, the 
Florida Power and Light Co. 

“IT won't pay a bribe,” Bryan C. Hanks, 
president of the power company, headlined 
his display advertisement. Although he did 
not name the city’s representative who ap- 
proached him, he did profess willingness to 
tell what he knew to a grand jury. 

This was startling. Hanks, lean and ruddy- 
faced former soldier, not only had violated 
an old Miami custom by refusing to pay under 
the rose for the privilege of doingsbusiness, 
but also had kicked over'the grapefruit cart 
by broadcasting the fact that he had been 
“propositioned.”’ 

It called for action. Dade County authori- 
ties immediately impaneled a grand jury of 
tradesmen, farmers and small businessmen. In 
the 17 days at its disposal the investigating 
body went into Hanks’ charge. It then began 
to range far afield. The results were surpris- 
ing, even in a community where gambling, 
bookmaking, préstitution and all the rag-tag 
and bobtail activities of a “‘wide-open town” 
operate on a large scale, and cheerfully pay 
handsomely for the “rights.”

Smart Rogues Preferred

One Miami merchant, who said he had been 
in the forefront of civic reform for the first 
25 of his 38 years in business in the city, 
told the correspondent that he, for one, would 
not sign the recall petition. He remarked that 
in such an election it also would be necessary 
to name successors should the public officials 
be recalled, and that “the whole thing is too 
complicated.” 

“I’ve finally come to the conclusion,” he 
added, “that you get better government out 
of rogues. who are smart, than from honest 
men who are stupid.

is, 10 per cent of the value as computed from 
year to year with improvements included. 


Subsequently. the local company was pur- 
chased by interests allied with the wideflung 
Electric Bond & Share Co. and became the 
Florida Power & Light Co. Through the years 
the company branched out through Florida 
so that finally it was claiming as its Miami 
rate base a total of $22,260,277 as of April, 
1933. 

In February, 1933, the City. Commission 
took steps to lower its power costs by enacte 
ing another ordinance in which it set the con- 
temporaneous rate base at $9,210,000 and the 
fair and reasonable rate of return at 7 per 
cent. This had the effect, by the workings of 
a schedule enacted with the ordinance, of 
reducing power rates an average of 30 per 
cent. 

The power company immediately threw the 
case into the courts, where it is still to be 
decided, while the company places on deposit 
monthly a total of $40,000, to cover refunds 
should the new ordinance be approved. It is 
variously: ated that $2,000, 000 to $3,- 
000,000 is ‘De refunded to Miami users. 


There is no state regulatory body in Florida 
for the control of public utilities. Instead the 
Legislature has delegated this power to most 
municipalities, among them Miami, to which 
has been given specific authority “‘to estab- 
lish, impose and enforce water rates and rates 
and charges for gas, electricity and ajl other 
public utilities.” 

The answer of the power company to the 
regulatory ordinance was an injunction suit 
filed in the court of United States District 
Judge Halsted L. Ritter, who later. was dusted 
from office by Senate impeachment for bring- 
ing his court “into scandal and disrepute” in 
connection with other matters. 


After a preliminary restraining order had 
been issued, the case was heard on its merits 
and the final decree was entered by Judge 
William. H. Barrett. He found that the rate 
ordinance was legal, that the rate base was 
not confiscatory, as alleged, but that: the 
original franchise ordinance was invalid be- 
cause the city did not have the legal power to 
enter into such a: long-range contract. 


Later Developments 

Leading to Hanks’: Charges 

After the rate ordinance had been declared 
valid by Judge Barrett, the company. volun- 
tarily reduced its rates to figures approxi- 
mately those of the ordinance. In the mean- 
time, however, it had no intention of submit- 
ting to the principle that the city had power 
to regulate its rates or to concede that the 
franchise ordinance of 1925 was invalid. Con- 
sequently it appealed to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, where the case is 
now pending in New Orleans. 

Meanwhile, since the company had acceded 
to the implied proposal that rates should be 
lowered, various interests began clamoring 
for a settlement of the lawsuit. Such a set- 
tlement would, obviously, have been all to 
the advantage of the power company, since 
it would leave undecided the question whether 
Miami could regulate its rates. 

Many conferenees were held between the 
company and the city and in May, 1934, when 
a settlement’ appeared imminent, a group of 
citizens obtained an injunction in State court 
restraining the City Commission from making 
any agreement except one based on the final 
decision of the United States Court.

BACK TO THE FIRING LINE. 

After cloistered years in the Supreme Court, and 
from the deeper shadows of retirement, Justice Wil- 
lis Van Devanter was called back to the firing line, 
so to speak, as provided by a recent statute.

LOANS TO SMALL BUSINESS. 

As one of the many proposals designed to stimu- 
late industrial and commercia] activity, the admin- 
istration is drafting a plan to facilitate loans to 
small businesses. It is expected that the plan will 
follow the principle employed in F H A transac- 
tions, the loans coming from the banks with the 
Government guaranteeing their repayment. 

Small business has frequently complained of its 
inability to obtain long-term loans from the banks, 
and has pointed out that it stands at a disadvantage 
with large business because the latter can issue new 


big banking houses are glad to handle such paper in 
large amounts, but do not like to handle securities 
of small, little-known businesses. 
Are banks, bursting with funds, being overly timid 
in financing small-scale enterprises? Are the pur- 
poses for which such enterprises ask for money 
sound ones? What is the explanation of the R F C’s 
experience with loans to business? 
The R F C was authorized in June, 1934, to lend 
$300,000,000 to business of all kinds, such loans to 
be made directly, in co-operation with banks or in 
participation with banks. The loans were to be 
“adequately,” later “reasonably” secured, and were 
to be used for activities making for employment. 
But, up to the end of 1937, only $98,000,000 was 
so lent. Why, if small business needed money, did 
it not utilize the whole sum thus made available? 
It was the contention of Jesse Jones, director. of the 
R F C, that the willingness of his organization to 
lend to business had the effect of producing a more 
liberal policy on the part of the banks; but if this 
be true, why is it deemed desirable now to induce 
banks to lend money by guaranteeing the loans? — 
It may very well be that the proposed plan will be 
highly efficacious. It may be that it will stimulate 
the expansion of small business in desirable ways 
and help reduce unemployment, and certainly, if 
there is any possibility of that, we should all rise 
and cheer. But the experience of R F C and other 
considerations leave room for considerable doubt. In 
any case, a healthy skepticism on the subject will be 
proof against disappointment if the experiment does 
not live up to advance notices. , 
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SEVENTY IS SEVENTY. 

For a generation they have been calling him “The 
Sage of Emporia,” but “The Show Man of Kansas” 
were a livelier, truer brevet for William Allen White. 
Who else in Kansas, who else in the cosmos, has 
so dramatized his seventieth birthday? He has 
made it a coming-out party, a triumphant bow to 
an admiring world. 

Just the same, he is 70, as an indiscreet admission 
too faithfully attests.

speech and so approved by all the canons of lexicog- 
raphy.

Everything is too far 
away, Messrs. Longfellow and Cicero to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

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JAPAN’S REPLY. 

Japan has given a conciliatory reply to the identic 
notes of Feb. 5 from the United States, England 
and France, but has refused to answer with a flat 
Yes or No the inquiry about the battleships of more 
than 35,000 tons she is reported to be building, Giv- 
ing information about naval building, in the opinion 
of the Japanese Government, “will not contribute 
to any fair and equitable measure of disarmament,” 
but it fails “to see any logical reasoning” in the 
assumption that failure to give such information in- 
dicates a scheme for building vessels above the limits 
of the London Treaty of 1936. This, of course, is 
far from an outright denial. 

Despite this refusal, Japan does leave the door 
open to discussion of quantitative limitation. This 
does not meet the invitation of the three Powers 
to discuss “the question of the tonnages and gun 
calibers to be adhered to in future.” Nevertheless, 
the proposal does incline favorably to further con- 
ferences, and indicates that Japan may shrink from 
embarking upon a runaway naval arms race. From 
this concession, small though it is, comes hope that 
the interchange of notes will yet result ultimately 
in averting a contest with the sky the limit. 

Even the most jingoistic of the Japanese militar- 
ists. must realize that if such a race developed, Japan 
would be at a hopeless disadvantage. National pride 
may insist upon parity, as Japan did at London in 
1936, thereby breaking up the conference, but na- 
tional assets of the Powers concerned are far from 
parity. For instance, the American Government’s 
total revenue for 1937 was $5,293,840,000, that of 
Great Britain was $4,482,980,000, while that of Japan 
was only $830,400,000. The disparity is made even 
greater by the fact that Japan is engaged in a 
costly war whose end is not in sight.

ATIONWIDE home-building programs 

have been outstanding features of re- 

covery in England and Sweden and 
other countries, and we are now canvassing 
the possibility of a similar era of building 
construction in the United States. 

In casual discussions of building, one 
meets two shades of opinion. The old school 
believes that offering better homes to people 
who are not yet educated to appreciate them 
is wasteful and futile. It maintains that 
bathtubs used not for washing hut for po- 
tato storage and coalbins serve no useful 
purpose, The new school, on the other 
hand, believes that people will be condi- 
tidned in a short time to appreciate the 
higher standards of living represented by 
geranium pots, pictures and bathtubs, al- 
most as fast as they have already learned 
to drive streamlined automobiles.

The lag in ou? national recovery is large- 
ly a lag in housing. In 1925, we built 919,000 
new dwellings; in 1937, less than 310,000. 
Thomas 8. Holden, president of the New 
York Building Congress, said in a recent ad- 
dress: 


“The dwelling unit of the Chevrolet qual- 
ity at a price comparable to the Chevrolet 
price has not yet been produced. When it 
is—and it may be on the way—it will prob- 
ably not be produced in small-scale opera- 
tions, most certainly not by speculation, and 
also most certainly not by the Government. 
When the product is ready for its big poten- 
tial market, we can begin to talk about real- 
ly big volumes of new housing.” 

In Great Britain, the Government did not 
go into the business of building houses; it 
did subsidize municipally owned housing 
projects and, for a time, private enterprise, 
thus training large-scale private operations. 
From, 1920 to 1928, 65 per cent of the 1,104, 
000 new houses in England were subsidized. 
From 1928 to 1932, these subsidies were re- 
duced to 45 per cent of 752,000 new houses. 
From 1932 to 1936, it was necessary to sub- 
sidize only 18 per cent of the 1,113,000 new 


houses constructed.

In Sweden, housing has become as suc- | 


cessful an industry as in Great Britain, One 
of the features of recent city architecture in 
Sweden are the huge modern flats for work- 
ingmen, flanked with balconies and flooded 
with sunlight. They are generously equipped 
with nurseries, libraries, gymnasiums and 
community laundries. Many of them are 
put up by co-operative societies. - 
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price in town. They are clean and tidy. 
There are flowers in every home and, often, 
etchings on the wells. The lanes between the 
houses are bordered with grass and trees. 

All this does not cost the Swedish tax- 
payer a cent, and, furthermore, the house- 
owner is not subsidized by the city. In all 
the history of this rural home development, 
only two houses have been sold by the 
Sheriff, and these were bought in at once. 

The Stockholm plan calls for ownership. 
In the United States, the labor turnover is 
too swift, and workingmen shift too rapidly 
from city to city to make permanent own- 
ership on a large scale practical. In urban 
America, we must learn to develop cheap 
housing for rental rather than for owner- 
ship. 
President Roosevelt has proposed. that 
Congress pass a new housing Dill to en- 
courage private capital to build cheap-rent- 
al and apartments on a large 
scale. It is proposed that the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration be authorized to insure 
mortgages. up to 90 per cent of the value 
of new dwellings appraised at less than 
$6000. The idea of the administration is 
that the cost of labor as well as materials 
in building can be reduced, and big builders 
be enabled to contract on a grand scale, 
backed by F H A imsurance of mortgage 
loans. Labor may be willing to reduce 
wages per hour if guaranteed work over 
long periods.

After the services had been. per- 
formed, the grand jury said, Grady 
was then employed by verbal agree- 
ment for another year at a fee of 
$10,000.

City Debt Refinancing. 


The grand jury next turned to an 
inquiry into the re-financing of 
Miami’s $28,000,000 bonded debt. 
Originally the credit of the munici- 
pality was pledged to pay 5 per cent 
on this amount in interest, the 
bonds to be retired in lump sums 
after a period averaging 30 years. 
No sinking fund had been set up 
to meet the day of reckoning, how- 
ever. 

A year ago Mayor Williams ap- 
pointed a committee to look into the 
pressing matter of re-financing, but 
when the committee returned with 
its recommendations, they were pig- 
eon-holed, and instead the commis- 
sion adopted a program known as 
the “Taber Plan.” 


Under this plan, now being con- 
summated, the city’s outstanding 
bonds will be refunded by a new 
issue maturing serially over a max- 
imum period of 30 years with in- 
terest ranging from 2 to 4 per cent 
and with amortization continuing 
from year to year by the serial pay- 
ment of principal, doing away with 
the necessity of a sinking fund.

The Children’s Aid Society, a 
United Charities agency, provided 
full maintenance and care in foster 
homes for 655 children in St. Louis 
and the county during 1937; its sec-| 
retary, Herschel Alt, reported yes- 
terday. 

The number was 39 fewer than 
the year before. The number of 
children newly accepted for care 
during the year was 112, less than 
half the total for the year before. 
Alt said the money available to the 
society in recent years has been 
less than half of what would be re- 
quired to meet the full need.

The Employes’ Mutual Benefit 
Association of the Public Service 
Co., whose 4000 members pay $1 a 


month for medical and hospital 
care, is one of sevéral health asso- 
eiations under inquiry by the St. 
Louis Medical Society. 

Chief complaint against the Pub- 
lic Service Co. is that the corpora- 
tion, rather than the employes’ 
group, is practicing medicine. At- 
tempts by the Medical Society to 
examine the books of the Employes’ 
Mutual Benefit Association have 
been politely ignored, Dr. Max J. 
Bierman, chairman of the Medico- 
Legal Committee, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

The 11 salaried clinic physicians 
and the 50 doctors who visit ailing 
members of the association at their 
homes, are all members of the 
Medical Society. 

How Association Operates. . 

The employes’ association, now 
in its twenty-fifth year, was formed 
by a small group who felt they 
could not get adequate medical 
care. Now 93.3 per cent of the 
eligible street car, bus and shop 
employes are enrolled. The $1 a 
month which they pay is matched 
by an equal amount paid by the 
company. 

That not only covers medical and 
hospital care for members but also 
medical care for their dependents. 
Operations performed on wives and 
children of members are paid for 
by the association, but not the hos- 
pital bills, 

Members and their dependents re- 
ceive care for all medical condi- 
tions except maternity cases and 
venereal diseases. In addition, a 
$500 benefit is paid on death to sur- 
vivors of members of the associa- 
tion. The organization also pays 
$1 a day sick benefit up to 150 
days. 

Half of the association’s income 
goes to pay medical expenses. The 
other half covers an insurance pol- 
icy. The insurance company pays 
death, sick and injury benefits, 

Provision for New Members. 

New employes of the Public Serv- 
ice Co, receive physical examina- 
tions and an additional examina- 
tion after a month’s work if they 
wish to join the mutual benefit as- 
sociation. Families of members ré- 
ceive physical inations each 
year or oftener if they wish. 

When a member or someone in 
his family becomes ill, a telephone 
call is made to the association’s of- 
fice at 3903 Park avenue, A physi- 
cian who has an office in that dis- 
trict is dispatched to the home, He 
treats the patient or sends him to 
the clinic. The ddctor’s bill, $2 for 
a day call and $3 for a night call, 
is paid by the association. 

If a specialist is needed, the pa- 
tient ig referred to one. His bill, 
adjusted to the economic level of 
the patient, is paid by the associa- 
tion. The average salary earned by 
members of the association is $135 
a month, | 

If a member wishes to go to a 
physician of ‘his own choice, he 
eg do so but must pay his own

Vaccinations, Inoculations. 

During the summer vacation 
period, children of members re- 
ceive vaccinations against small- 
pox and inoculations for typhoid 
fever and diphtheria. The summer 
period is also used for tonsils and 
adenoid operations. : 

A ward is set aside for the asso- 
‘ciation at St. John’s Hospital, with 
a rate of $14 a week per patient. 
Those who wish a private room 
pay an extra charge. 

Average age of members has in- 
creased from 39 in 1923 to 46 last 
year because younger employes are 
the first to be let out as the com- 
pany’s business declines, 4 

Sick and injury benefits totaling 
$14,216 were paid to 535 members 
last year. Last year not one mem- 
ber withdrew from the organiza- 
tion and 181 new members enrolled. 

During the year 39 members died. 
They had paid in $7052 and they 
and their beneficiaries received 
$23,301. 

Chief Surgeon Is Head 

Receiver Henry W. Kiel of the 
Public. Service Co. is ex-officio pres- 
ident of the mutual benefit associa- 
tion, but the actual head is the 
chief surgeon, who has held that 
position since the organization was 
formed. Any complaints are decid- 
ed by the directors, 13 of whom are 
appointed by officers of the asso- 
ciation and 13 elected by the mem- 
bership at large. The directors col- 
lect dues at each Public Service Co. 
station, 

The Medical Society has asked

Says Friendship | Between Two 
Systems Must Not Become 
* Impossible, 


By the Associated Press. 

BIRMINGHAM, England, Feb. 
12.—Friendship “between democra- 
cies and dictatorships must not be- 
come impossible,” Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden told a rally of 
the Junior Imperial League today. 

“We do not wish to see a lasting 
cleavage of the democracies rang- 
ing themselves against  dictator- 
ships,” he said, while at the same 
time acknowledging wide differ- 
ence in purposes of the two politi- 
cal systems. 


Eden conspicuously avoided spe- 
cific discussion of Europe’s current 
problems, but he criticised “pessim- 
ism and fatalism,” asserting there 
was “no reason for pessimism.” . 

“Amid the shrill conflict of rival 
ideologies our peoplie hold to a mid- 
dle course,” he went on. “Neither 
extreme makes an appeal to us.” 

He cautioned against any assump- 
tion by other countries that “we are 
decadent.” “Wrong deductions about 
this country have done great harm 
in the past,” he said. “They can 
do still greater harm in the fu- 
ture.” 

Praising the League of Nations 
ideal, Eden said that “disappoint- 
ment after ‘disappointment would 
seem to have weakened the fabric 
of the League but its foundations 
remain—its spirit is inspiring us 
more and more today.” 

There have been newspaper re- 
ports of division in the Cabinet on 
policy toward Italy. Early friend- 
ship talks were forecast last week, 


but the Daily Express says today 


the Cabinet is in disagreement, that 
“Prime Minister Chamberlain wants 
to expedite matters” but Eden 
“thinks perhaps more haste the less 
speed.” 

Eden is understood to have made 
withdrawal of Italians with the in- 
surgent army in Spain a condition 
for resumption of Anglo-Italian 
friendship.

Exports of 
gold bullion to the United States 
were $25,000,000 in 1934 and $80,- 
000,000 in 1936. New mines are be- 
ing developed and “gold shares” 
are the sensation of the day on the 
Toronto and Montreal stock mar- 
kets. Just how much of this Cana- 
dian gold is purchased by the Unit- 
ed States Treasury it is impossible 
to say. 

Restrictive Laws Absent. 

The absence of “restrictive” leg- 
islation as affecting industry and 
commerce was commented on wide- 
ly here and in Toronto as having 
aided recovery. At one time Can- 
ada started to emulate the Roose- 
velt New Deal. Strangely, this was 
under the Conservative Government 
of Prime Minister R. B. Bennett, 
in 1934 and early 1935. 

The Dominion Parliament passed 
laws providing for minimum wages, 
limitation of hours of work, one 
day’s rest in seven in all employ- 
ment, social and unemployment in- 
surance, debt adjustment for farm- 
ers, farm marketing agreements, 
and for a trade and industry com- 
mission. All but two were knocked 
out by the courts and the British 
Privy Council as “unconstitutional,” 
that is, as outside the scope of the 
Dominion’s legislative power. Vir- 
tually none of this legislation was 
ever put into effect, and it is clear 
that whatever progress Canada 
made was without the benefit of 
this type of legislation. 

It was not surprising to find Ca- 
nadian business men giving thanks 
for being free of the New Deal type 
of government control. But in the 
inner circles of the present Liberal 
Government the attitude seemed to 
be to let business alone as much 
as possible, to regulate for the cor- 
rection of abuses but not try to 
“direct.”* In fact, tae left-wing lib- 
erals have declared the present 
Government is not Liberal at all. 


Views on U. 8S. Policies. 

Men in business and Government 
were particularly critical of the 
undistributed profits tax in the 
United States. “Stupid” was the de- 
scription given of it by more than 
one. They pointed out, too, that 
in Canada they have no capital 
gains tax as in the United States. 
The opinion was freely expressed 
that the undistributed profits tax 
had helped to bring on the new de- 
pression. 

Corporations, of course, are sub- 
ject to an income tax, but this is a 
straignot 15 per cent of net operating 
profit. There is no differentiation 
according to size. 

Government officials commented 
also that there is no official “scold- 
ing” of business in Canada. They 
thought the strictures against busi- 
ness by President Roosevelt and 
other high Government | officials 
and the uncertainty of their poll- 
cies had adversely affected trade 
and industry. 

Effect of Soldiers’ Bonus. 


Disbursement of the soldiers’ bo- 
nus in the United States in 1936 is 
regarded as having contributed to 
the present depression, A Cana- 
dian financial expert said it cre- 
ated suddenly a large amount of 
purchasing power that industrial 
managements seemingly failed to 
realize would not be recurring. He 
thought that production schedules 
geared to that artificial stimulation 
and to the further stimulation 
caused by rising prices resulted in 
excess inventories in many lines 
early in 1937. 

A Canadian bank economist noted 
in the summer of 1937 that install- 
ment sales in the United States 
were increasing at a greater rate 
than the national income and point- 
ed out that this was an unhealthy 
condition. 

It was impossible to obtain re- 
liable statistics for comparison of 
the volume of installment sales in 


of the national labor organizations, 
said to the writer that he thought 
the Government’s statistical picture 
of conditions was too optimistic, It 
was his‘ opinion that the machinery 
for collecting data was not as ade- 
quite as that of the United States. 
Labor wants some of the social 
legislation of the New Deal, some 
of that invalidated by the Privy 
Council. It wants more public 
works employment, and less of the 
dole, to take care of those on relief. 
Canada has had an old-age pen- 
sion act since 1927 under which no 
contribution is required by the in- 
dividual. It provides for Federal 
assistance to the extent of 75 per 
cent of pensions paid by provinces 
which enact their own acts. Most 
of the provinces have come in un- 
der this act. 

Constitutional Revision Planned. 

Following the ruling that the 
Bennett New Deal laws were un- 
constitutional, a commission was 
set up to study the whole question 
of Dominion-Provincial relations. 
The Constitution of Canada is the 
British North America Act, an act 
of the British Parliament setting 
up the federation of Canadian prov- 


‘inces. It confers certain specific 


powers on the provinces, and in 
knocking out the New Deal laws 
the Judicial Committee of the Brit- 
ish Privy Council, comparable to a 
Supreme Court, held that the Do- 
minion Government had undertak- 
en to act in fields assigned to the 
provinces. 

The commission studying Do- 
minion-Provincial relations is con- 
sidering ways of amending the 
British North America Act so as 
to enlarge the powers of the Do- 
minion Parliament, particularly in 
the fields of social and labor legis- 
lation, 

The fact that nearly half of Can- 
ada’s exports are sold in the Unit- 
ed States is cause for both busi- 
ness and the Government to view 
the new depression in the states 
with concern. Newsprint is the 
Dominion’s largest manufactured 
product and at one time 90 per 
cent of it was sold in the United 
States, more recently 80 per cent. 


Points of Difference. 


In any comparison of the two 
countries it should be kept in mind 
that there are important differ- 
ences in physical aspects and in 
population and industrial character- 
istics. The rural population of 
Canada is 47 per cent of the total 
compared with only 36 per cent in 
the United States. This means that 
Canada, as a nation, is closer to the. 
land and should be less subject to 
the social effects of technological 
changes in industry. 

In natural resources, already men- 
tioned, Canada has immense un- 
touched reserves, especially in for- 
ests and minerals, affording oppor- 
tunities for new enterprise. The 
sparse settlement of much of the 
large area has held these back from 
as rapid exploitation as has taken 
place in the United States. A natu- 
ral resource may be developed to 
provide the magic “new industry” 
that many economists have said 
would end depression. Actually, 
the United States, by its monetary 
policy, has given Canada a new 
and important industry in its gold 
mining, as shown by figures al- 
ready quoted, : 

Sources of Income, 

Fisheries and fur production also 
are important industries in Canada 
depending largely upon the unde- 
veloped state of the country for 
their success and virtually un- 
touched by mechanical invention. 
Tourist travel, largely originating 
in the United States and attracted 
to Canada by its newness and phys- 
ical features, is counted as one of 
the country’s great assets. Ex- 
penditures of tourists in the Do- 
minion in 1937 are estimated at 
nearly $300,000,000. In 1936 the 
amount was $255,000,000, and after 
deducting $99,000,000 spent by Ca- 
nadians abroad, it was. calculated 
that this business gave the country 
a favorable balance of $156,000,000. 
Confidence is general in the 
soundness of Canadian national 
economy, and the view is widely 
held that barring adverse influ- 
ences from the outside, especially 
from the United States, the coun- 
try’s economic progress will con-

mon fear of race mixture and of cousin mar- 
riage as dangerous in themselves, if not ab- 
horrent before heaven. When Shapiro gets 
through with them in his “Pitcairniana” in 
last month's Natural History (the museum's 
magazine), there isn’t much left of either. 

Besides those two a third, though hardly 
a direct target, does seem to suffer a little 
in the line of fire. It is that persons who 
more violently than most rebel against in- 
tolerable situations—or revel in luxurious 
ones—are bad at heart, and that the all- 
seeing genes are going to visit their sins up- 
on their children unto the third and fourth 
generation. 

Anthropologist Shapiro found nothing to 
bear that out in his study, the most thorough 
and scientific ever undertaken, of the fourth, 
fifth and sixth generation from the mutineers 
of the “Bounty.” (Of some pertinence here, 
a study of child “delinquents” in Chicago 
slums indicates that it is likely to be an ab- 
normal person, possibly subnormal, who be- 
haves “normally” in an abnormal environ- 
ment). And, as two movies and unnumbered 
books attest, never were revolt and revelry 
shown more dramatically than in those muti- 
neers—nor regeneration more clearly than in 
their descendants on Pitcairn Island. 

Nine mutineers, six native men and 12 na- 
tive women set sail from Tahiti on the 
Bounty in September, 1789, and found refuge 
from British law on Pitcairn. When the To- 
paze of Boston put in to Pitcairn’ for water 
in 1808, one mutineer was left alive. All 
the native men and all but two of the muti- 
neers had’ died by violence in the first 10 

So far it was exactly what one would ex- 
pect of the men who, led by Fletcher Chris- 
tian, had seized the Bounty and set its com- 
mander, Lieutenant William Bligh of His 
Majesty's Navy, adrift in an open boat with 
18 “loyal” sailors for the epic voyage of 
3618 miles over unknown seas—41 days— 
to the Dutch East Indies. 

The 25 mutineers, average age 26, had re- 
turned to the lotus land of Tahiti, and 16 of 
them had preferred to remain there. and let 
the Admiralty do its worst, which it got 
around to only a few years after Christian 
and his companions found a refuge on Pit- 

cairn safe from all but themselves. Edna 
St. Vincent Millay puts it deftly in her 
“Epitaph for the Race of Man”: 


Alas for Man, so stealthily betrayed, 
Bearing the bad cell in him from the start, 
Pumping and feeding from his healthy heart 
The wild disorder never to be stayed 
When once established... . 


Disorder began when a mutineer, his mate 
lost in a fall from a cliff, demanded a na- 
tive’s wife in her place. Its source perhaps 
went back to the native men's discovery 
that, though they had gone along as friends, 
they now were only slaves. It fed upon an- 
other discovery: One of the Bounty’s men, 
once a distiller, found he could make a po- 
tent and fiery drink from the roots of an is- 
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sities of nature and the elements, had hewed 
a home and a livelihood out of the rocky is- 
land, only to find, as Miss Millay has it 


again— 


You shall achieve destruction where you 
stand, 
In intimate conflict, at your brother's hand. 


Young’s death—of natural causes—left 
John Adams after 1800 the sole protector of 
10 native women and 25 children, offapring 
of the mutineers. Perhaps because he was 
fundamentally a God-fearing man, perhaps 
because no rivals remained to fight with, 
regeneration began with him. In the hut 
of Fletcher Christian's widow he found the 
King James Bible and the prayer book from 
the Bounty. Laboriously spelling them out 
and learning to write—he had never writ- 
ten more than his name before—he passed 
on his learning to the younger generation, 
brought them up in enduring piety, and 
even, when the Blossom dropped anchor at 
Pitcairn in 1825, had its captain legally mar- 
ry him and his then aging mate. 


faith, so did they increase—to 87 in 
1831, when they removed to “the 
sweet and poisonous blandishments” of Ta- 
hiti and then, their numbers depleted by dis- 
ease, returned for a fresh start on Pitcairn, 

and to 187 in 1856, when they migrated 4000 
miles west to the larger Norfolk Island. A 
few. at a time, homesick, returned to little 
Pitcairn—one mile by two—so that by 1865 
it had 45 inhabitants. With rare additions 
from the outside, they had increased to 202 
when Shapiro, after studies on Norfolk and 
repeated attempts to reach Pitcairn since 
1923, achieved his objective in the Temple- 
ton Crocker expedition of 1934-35. 

Here was a natural experiment in race 
mixture and subsequent inbreeding pre- 
served by sheer isolation from contacts that 
might have obscured the elements at work. 

On the British side, the parent stock had 
the physical fitness demanded by the sea 
in days before steam. Otherwise the mu- 
tineers were classified by Shapiro as av- 
erage, with a touch of the minor nobility. 
Their Polynesian mates had been selected 
on standards which—though perhaps not 
identical in words—presumably would have 
passed muster with the biologist. 

Such “new blood" as had come to Pit- 
cairn had been mostly English. One of 
Christian's sons married a mutineer's widow 
and another married a Tahitian woman tak- 
en to the island in childhood, but those 
were the last marriages back. to Polynesian 
stock until 1934, when a Pitcairn youth re- 
turned with a native bride from the “neigh- 
boring” island of Mangareva. Three En- 
glishmen and three Americans joined the 
island population in the last century. Sha- 
piro counted 13 such “foreigners” there now 
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-—including one sent there for benefit 2 the

In a degree of inbreeding which, in the 
last generation, on one arbitrary scale de- 
vised by Shapiro, approaches that of a 
brother-sister marriage, he was able to put 
his finger on only two specific characteris- 
tics which might have been affected by it, 
only one a defect, and that one perhaps 
not even due to heredity. 

"The Pitcairn Islanders are distinguished 
by being one of the most intensively inbred 
human groups of which we have specific 
information,” he writes. “After several gen- 
erations of cousin marriage the population 
is now all inter-related in intimate degrees 


of kinship. The genealogy of one subject, 
for example, contained the name of Fletcher 
Christian seven times, Edward Young six 
times... 

“Now, inbreeding arouses among most 
Europeans a feeling of doom and horror. 
They envisage cousin marriage as leading 


to dire results and easily recall numerous 


examples of disastrous consequences from 
such matings . . . But in the mild taboo which 
society imposes on first cousin marriages, 
the instances in which no harm to the off- 
spring can be detected are usually over- 
looked. For, as animal and plant experi- 
mentation has shown, inbreeding need not 
necessarily be injurious,

“That it often is may be attributed not to 
any mysterious evil inherent in consan- 
guineous mating but to latent defects of 
which the offspring receive a double dose, 
thus bringing to expression characters‘ pres- 
ent in the family line. Where the stock 
is sound, inbreeding does not necessarily 
lead to degeneracy as it is ordinarily feared. 

“And for human groups the Pitcairn 
Islanders demonstrate that inbreeding does 
not necessarily carry ruin in its train. As a 
matter of fact, the islanders are physically 
sound and healthy. They show no evi- 
dence of endemic diseases or of congenital 
stigmata ... * 

Statistically, the anthropologist found indi- 
cation of a higher frequency of twins on 
Pitcairn than elsewhere, and he was inclined 
to think that twinning might have been a 
tendency in one of the original stocks en- 
hanced to a “double dose” by inbreeding. 


ing might have been a factor in the 

present “uniformly bad” dentition of 
the islanders, in contrast to old accounts 
of their beautiful teeth. Edward Young of 
the Bounty at 24 had lost his front teeth, 
possibly in a fist fight, but if it were a con- 
genital defect, then “it is easy to see how 
the intensive inbreeding practiced on the is- 
land could soon have spread the defect to 
all the families of the community.” On the 
other hand, there was the utter lack of 
dental care until recently, and the milkiess, 
somewhat limited diet, which would require 
expert analysis to determine whether it is 
actually the cause in part or whole.

“When plant or animal breeders wish 
to invigorate certain stocks,” he explains, 
“they frequently resort to cross breeding. The

So, in the records of the Blossom’s sur. 
geon, who measured the grown sons of 
mutineers and native wives in 1825, Sha 
piro found they averaged 5 feet 10—three 
inches taller than the average of their 
fathers by Admiralty records, and about 
two and one-half inches taller than Ta. 
hitian men or average Englishmen. She. 
piro found thet the island average had re 
ceded today to about 5 feet 8 inches— 
“ebbed away.” perhape—astill, however, 
above the average for either parent stock. 

In fertility also he found evidence of 
heterosis. The first hybrid generation pro 
duced an average of more than seven chil- 
dren to the couple and the second, more 
than nine, but this also ebbed to three by 
the fourth generation. Women born in the 
20 ‘years 1615-39 had more than 1! chil 
dren, on the average, up to the age, for the 
mothers, of 45 years, while modern women 
had no children after 35. But this apparent 
decline of hybrid vigor, the anthropologist

From this point on, there is a great deal 
of uncertainty as to the course of events. 
About 11:45 a university policeman, making 
his rounds, saw, he reported, a young man 
and a young woman come out.of the Deke 
house. Uncertain as to how he should re- 
gard this, he sought higher authority and 
was informed that all woman guests were 
supposed to have left the house long before. 
Hastily collecting two colleagues, the police- 
man returned to the fraternity house, and 
the three officers distributed themselves

he lacked, he re- 
membered the saying that “whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it, but whosoever 
will lose his life . . . the same shall save 
hg 

There stood the saying, pointing the way 
to the gain that was to be won by loss. 
It was such gain, at such cost, that he 
coveted. So he entered upon the way of 
renunciation, seeking through negation a 
greater affirmation, waxing strong in spirit 
by denying the demands of the weak flesh. 
In fasting he was spending the strength of 
his life. Then his spirit was challenged by 
his protesting flesh, demanding an account- 
ing. | 

When Dean Noe came to the end of his 
road of renunciation, faint and ready to 
fall, friends poorer in piety perhaps but 
richer in Wisdom cared for him and are 
helping him back to health in the hope that 
henceforth he will not. despise the strength 
that is needed to serve the world's weak- 
ness. 

It.is a hope, however, which does not 
have much to rest upon. When it comes to 
the ordering of his life Dean Noe is not

Other pro 
ductions, light and musical, such as “The 
Show's the Thing” and “Walk This Way,” 
followed, and Gracie’s following and pres- 
tige increased. She played in a royal com- 
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mand performance at the Coliseum in March, 
1928. 

In 1930 she made her first appearance 
in New York, doing a repertory of songs at 
the Palace Theater. The next year she went 
into the movies, her first picture being “Sally 
in Our Alley,” which was followed by such 
films as "The Week of Grace” and “Look Up 
and Laugh”—all made in England. They 
have not been shown in the United Sicates. 
Some years ago she added radio broadcast- 
ing to her activities. 

When Miss Fields came to this country 
last spring it was generally supposed that 
she would be starred in Hollywood produc- 
tions. But she left with an agreement under 
which she was to make two pictures in En- 
gland for Twentieth Century-Fox and then 
return to America for a third. She has just 
made the first of these films, which has been 
titled "He Was Her Man.” The latest word 
from Hollywood is that it is doubtful if she 
does the third picture, at least in this 
country.
